Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

The  population  continues  to  grow,  the  increase  this  year  of  1 ,800 
being  the  second  highest  ever  recorded.  The  natural  increase  (excess 
of  births  over  deaths)  at  579  is  the  highest  ever.  Although  this  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  there  having  been  fewer  deaths,  it  is  not 
entirely  a matter  for  congratulation,  and  the  birth  rate  at  23.9  per 
1,000  is  well  above  the  national  rate.  However,  illegitimacy  is  well 
below  c 


Plans  are  proceeding  for  the  main  drainage  of  Hartley  Wintney, 

Hook  and  Rotherwick  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  start  in  1971. 

The  new  District  Hospital  at  Basingstoke  opened  during  the  year 
although  not  yet  at  full  capacity  and  work  on  the  Primley  Hospital  has 
begun.  It  seems  inevitable  that  the  small  cottage  hospitals  will  have 
to  close.  This  combined  with  the  system  of  early  discharge  from  the 
main  hospitals  is  going  to  throw  a heavy  burden  on  the  relatives  of 
sick  people.  The  Hampshire  County  Council  Health  Department  is  trying 
to  increase  its  Home  Help  Service  - unfortunately  about  to  be  taken 
over  by  the  Welfare  Department  under  the  Seebohm  re-organisation  of 
the  Social  Services  - but  in  a Rural  Area  much  of  a Home  Help’s  time 
can  be  wasted  in  travelling.  The  most  useful  approach  seems  to  be  an 
extension  of  the  Good  Neighbour  arrangement,  whereby  any  suitable 
person  living  near  the  patient  can  be  employed  when  the  need  arises. 

There  was  no  undue  illness  in  the  District  during  the  year  except 
for  some  influenza  in  late  December. 

The  Council  was  asked  to  support  a campaign  for  fluoridation  of 
childrens  milk  as  an  alternative  to  the  water  supply.  It  was  felt 
however  that  more  research  into  the  project  would  be  needed  before  the 
Council  could  agree. 

Dr.  McNeil  resigned  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  October.  I 
was  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  four  Districts  of 
North  East  Hampshire  previously  covered  by  him,  in  addition  to  my  other 
duties,  until  a successor  was  appointed  and  was  still  acting  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  to  Mr.  Hill,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  for  their 
encouragement  and  forbearance  during  this  difficult  period,  and  to 
Mr.  Davies  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  so  ably 
carrying  on  the  work.

Vaccination  against  Measles  was  introduced  in  May,  1 968  and 
897  children  were  vaccinated  during  that  year0  The  winter  of 
1968-69  should  have  seen  a measles  epidemic  hut  in  fact  there 
was  a great  reduction  in  the  expected  number.  No  doubt  the  big 
epidemic  of  1 967  left  a high  level  of  immunity  in  the  population, 
but  the  vaccination  must  receive  a big  share  of  the  credit. 

Shortage  of  supplies  held  up  the  programme  during  1969 
and  some  public  interest  was  lost.  It  is  hoped  that  parents 
will  bring  their  children  during  1970,  before  the  next  likely 
epidemic  in  1 971 . 

Leptospirosis 

This  is  an  unusual  and  severe  form  of  jaundice  often  associated 
with  water  contaminated  by  rats.  In  this  case,  the  patient  had  been 
on  ditching  work  and  it  was  known  that  a dog  has  been  affected. 

Pood  Poisoning 

There  was  one  family  outbreak  and  two  isolated  cases,  all  widely 
separated  in  time  and  place.  A third  patient  contracted  the  illness 
on  holiday  abroad.

Road  East,  Aldershot,  as  required.  Remedial  Clinics  are  held 
at  the  Aldershot  General  Hospital. 

Surgeons  and  Remedial  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Basingstoke 
General  Hospital,  Hackwood  Road,  Basingstoke.  Attendance  at 
these  clinics  are  hy  appointment  from  the  respective  Hospital. 

Dental  Treatment 

All  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children 
may  receive  a dental  inspection  and  treatment  on  application. 
All  school  children  are  examined  regularly  hy  the  County  Dental 
Officer  and  treatment  is  carried  out  in  the  mobile  dental 
clinics  at  schools  in  the  area,  attendance  hy  appointment  only. 

Any  cases  requiring  emergency  treatment  can  also  he  seen 
at  either  the  Dental  Clinic,  St.  George's  Road  East,  Aldershot, 
(Telephone  Aldershot  24104)  or  Bramhlys  Grange,  Health  Clinic, 
Basingstoke,  (Telephone  Basingstoke  21877)  or  the  Dental  Clinic 
attached  to  the  Courtmoor  Secondary  School,  Fleet,  (Telephone 
Fleet  6363).

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for  1 969 
including  the  refuse  collection  and  wet  scavenging  services  to 
31st  March,  1970. 

The  general  work  of  maintaining  the  environmental  health 
standards  of  the  district  has  continued  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  have  been  inspected. 

The  only  legislation  passed  during  the  year  which  had  any 
major  effect  on  public  health  work  was:- 

Clean  Air  (Emission  of  Dark  Smoke)  Regulations,  1969 

Public  Health  (Recurring  Nuisances)  Act,  1969 

The  first  of  these  has  caused  a serious  problem  for  one  of 
the  major  car  breakers  in  the  district  who  has  contracted  to 
remove  cars  from  twelve  neighbouring  authorities.  It  took 
several  months  to  find  the  practical  answer  to  the  destruction 
of  cars  in  a smokeless  manner  and  the  planning  aspect  has  not  yet 
been  resolved. 

A great  deal  of  time  was  spent  during  the  year  preparing  for 
and  assisting  the  work  study  officers  of  the  London  Boroughs’ 
Management  Services  Unit  who  undertook  the  task  of  producing  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme  for  the  refuse  collection  and  wet 
scavenging  service.  It  was  also  necessary  during  the  year  to 
arrange  the  re-siting  of  a number  of  caravans  at  Easter  Ross  which 
were  in  the  path  of  the  motorway.  Information  was  gathered 
regarding  contamination  of  ditches  in  Rotherwick  to  support  the 
Council's  case  for  main  drainage.  The  Odiham  Public  Convenience 
was  subject  to  a certain  degree  of  vandalism  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  v/hich,  although  the  cause  was  never  found,  eventually 
s topped. 

The  only  ice  cream  manufacturer  in  the  district  ceased  to 
operate  and  a number  of  new  shops  opened  in  Yateley. 

The  North  East  Hants  and  West  Surrey  Working  Party  on  refuse 
disposal  reported  to  the  participating  authorities  during  the 
year  with  recommendations  for  securing  adequate  arrangements  for 
the  future. 

Finally  I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  all 
members  of  the  department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year 
and  particularly  in  their  daily  contact  with  members  of  the 
public .

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HOUSING 

The  duties  of  the  Council  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  have  been  carried 
out  when  necessary.  There  are  no  large  groups  of  properties 
suitable  for  clearance  areas  at  the  present  time,  and  all 
properties  have  been  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses.  All 
the  owners  concerned  were  co-operative  and  it  was  not  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  in  any  case.  During  the  year  the

Public  Health  - General 


Nuisances 


The  complaints  received  by  the  department  under  the  broad 
heading  are  many  and  varied.  They  range  from  general  housing 
defects  such  as  leaking  roofs  and  dampness  to  noise  nuisances 
and  insect  infestations.  All  complaints  were  investigated  and 
dealt  with  informally  which  requires  time,  tact  and  patience. 

Drainage 

No  additional  surveys  were  made  during  the  year  because 
of  the  heavy  financial  commitment  involved  for  the  improvement 
of  Odiham,  Hook  and  Hartley  Wintney  sewers  and  sewage  works. 
Special  attention  was  paid  to  sampling  effluents  of  cesspools 
in  Rotherwick  to  ensure  that  the  main  drainage  scheme  would 
be  allowed  to  proceed. 

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  w i th  main  water  by  the  Mid- 
Southern  Water  Company  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
for  the  following  report: - 

"Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  rural  district  by  the 
Mid-Southern  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their 
works  at  Greywell,  Itchel  and  Lasham. 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and 
was  satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  water  was 
softened  at  the  sources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply 
with  the  statutory  limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and 
chlorination  is  applied  at  all  sources. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  treated  waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by 
the  Company's  resident  chemists  and  bacteriologists  in 
their  laboratory  and  independent  examinations  were  also  made 
by  an  independent  laboratory.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumbo-solven t action. 

No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular 
area  of  the  population  supplied,  but  the  number  of  connections 
was  approximately  as  follows :-

Registered  Premises 

The  Council  is  required  to  register  premises  where  ice 
cream  is  manufactured  or  sold,  and  some  95  sell  pre-wrapped 
ice  cream  manufactured  by  the  larger  firms  outside  the 
district.

A total  of  31  samples  were  taken  of  which  2 failed  the 
statutory  tests  and  were  referred  to  the  authority  where 
the  milk  was  produced. 

Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
at  Odiham.  All  carcases  were  inspected  and  the  through- 
put totalled  1,852  animals. 

Poultry  Processing 

There  are  no  poultry  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.

The  licensed  premises  at  Hook  were  inspected  regularly 
throughout  the  year  and  are  well  maintained,  clean  and  records 
were  up  to  date.  These  animals  are  not  for  human  consumption, 
the  meat  being  used  for  pet  foods  after  sterilisation.  The 
total  throughput  of  1 ,026  animals  was  recorded. 

FACTORIES 


The  Council  is  responsible  for  enforcing  standards  of 
sanitary  accommodation  in  factories  where  mechanical  power 
is  used  and  for  certain  other  matters  in  non-pov/ered 
factories.  Visits  were  made  during  the  year  but  no  contra- 
ventions were  found.  There  are  no  registered  outworkers  in 
the  district.

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  a total  of  643  treatments  were  carried 
out  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  district. 

This  includes  135  agricultural  holdings  and  the  remainder 
were  either  dwelling  houses,  local  authority  or  business 
premises.  The  rodent  control  service  is  free  to  all  domestic 
properties,  the  others  being  charged  on  a time  and  labour 
basis . 

Contracts 


The  system  of  contracts,  mainly  with  farmers  and  large 
establishments,  was  continued.  Regular  inspections  are 
carried  out  each  month  and  treatment  is  undertaken  when 
necessary.  An  annual  payment  is  made  to  the  Council  for  this 
service  by  the  owners  and  this  amounted  to  £538  in  1969. 

The  number  of  properties  covered  by  the  contract  system  was 
61  . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  regular  weekly  'kerbside*  collection  of  household 
refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Alternative 
collections  were  provided  to  those  parishes  where  the  collec- 
ion  day  fell  on  Bank  Holidays  and  each  householder  was  noti- 
fied by  placing  a leaflet  on  the  dustbin.  The  collection  of 
special  items  other  than  domestic  refuse  was  again  fully  used 
This  additional  service,  which  is  free,  enables  occupiers  to 
dispose  of  bulky  articles,  e.g.,  refrigerators  and  pianos  etc 
in  all  some  834  visits  were  made.  The  amount  of  refuse 
increased  by  1 3 per  cent  to  90,185  cubic  yards  due  to  the 
development  in  the  district  mainly  at  Yateley. 

As  the  refuse  collection  service  grows  it  is  becoming 
more  difficult  to  ensure  adequate  control  with  the  limited 
administrative  staff  employed.  Day  to  day  control  is  looked 
after  by  one  foreman,  who  is  also  responsible  for  the  wet 
scavenging  and  rodent  control  services,  and  by  myself  or  my 
deputy.  As  the  service  has  to  be  maintained  on  a reliable 
basis  it  is  usually  necessary  to  drop  all  other  work  to  deal 
with  any  adverse  situation. 

Work  Study 

The  service  was  work  studied  during  the  year  by  the 
London  Boroughs'  Management  Services  Unit.  A thorough 
examination  of  the  work  was  carried  out  and  an  incentive 
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Work  Study  (Continued) 


bonus  scheme  was  produced.  Unfortunately  due  to  a substantial 
pay  award  last  September  and  the  existing  bonus  schemes  on 
salvage  and  extra  duty  pay,  the  employees  did  not  find  the 
scheme  attractive  enough  to  accept. 

Labour 


The  number  of  men  employed  on  this  service  was  29  the 
same  as  the  previous  year.  There  were  nine  changes  in  staff 
and  although  the  service  was  short  on  occasions  during  the 
year  the  service  did  not  suffer  due  to  shortages.  I think  too 
that  the  nucleus  of  conscientious  workmen,  some  have  been  with 
the  Council  for  many  years,  provides  the  stability  to  keep  the 
collections  so  regular.  Absenteeism  is  very  low  in  spite  of 
the  arduous  and  monotonous  nature  of  the  work  and  at  times 
the  severe  weather  conditions. 

Vehicles 


The  Council  have  seven  modern  refuse  vehicles,  of  which 
one  is  used  as  a reserve.  Since  1 963  a larger  type  of  lorry 
has  been  purchased  capable  of  containing  more  refuse;  if 
these  vehicles  had  not  been  bought  the  Council's  fleet  would 
now  consist  of  at  least  10  vehicles  with  subsequent  increased 
cos  ts . 

Disposal 


All  domestic  and  trade  refuse  was  disposed  of  at 
Hazeley  Heath  on  the  controlled  tip.  One  machine  a Bray 
Loader  540  and  one  driver  is  employed.  As  from  1st  April, 

1968,  the  Council  agreed  to  take  the  refuse  of  a neighbouring 
authority,  Fleet  Urban  District  Council.  The  control  of  tip- 
ping crude  refuse  and  the  shortage  of  finding  suitable  sites 
prompted  the  formation  of  a Working  Party  in  North  Hampshire 
and  West  Surrey  to  examine  the  problem.  We  have  held  a number 
of  meetings  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Local 
Government  Research  Unit  will  be  engaged  to  make  a detailed  study 
of  the  problem. 

Salvage 

The  Council’s  salvage  scheme  consisting  of  the  sale  of 
paper,  cardboard,  rags  and  metal  continued  to  operate  and  the 
income  was  £4,195.  During  the  year  the  bonus  on  sales  for  the 
refuse  collectors  was  increased  to  30  per  cent  and  each  man 
received  17/-  a week.  This  extra  amount  to  their  basic 
wage  has  helped  to  retain  staff  and  the  separation  of  clean 
paper  assists  in  disposal  at  the  tip. 

WET  SC AV HINGING 

This  service  for  cesspool  emptying  and  bucket  emptying  has 
remained  very  much  the  same  as  the  preceding  year.  The  total 
number  of  cesspools  on  the  record  cards  is  1 ,599  only  6 less 
than  the  year  before.  Some  47  cesspools  were  visited  for  the 
first  time  and  the  reduction  is  due  to  the  completion  of  the 
main  sewer  in  Eversley  and  connections  thereto.  The  number 
of  cesspools  emptied  was  3,632  amounting  to  10,437  loads  which 
is  equivalent  to  1 968/69  figures.  The  Council  provide  two  free 
emptyings  a year,  one  in  each  six  months,  and  a charge  of  10/- 
for  the  first  load  and  5/~  for  each  subsequent  load  for  any 
additional  emptyings.  Cesspools  of  properties  within  the 
sewered  areas  received  no  free  emptyings  and  a full  charge  of 
30/-  per  load  was  made.  There  are  three  tankers  and  six  men  on 
this  service  and  the  average  bonus  per  week  each  was  £1  5s.  3b. 
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They  also  undertook  the  emptying  of  certain  bucket  closets 
once  or  twice  a week  the  total  being  62,  which  is  10  less 
than  the  previous  year.
